I have assured him that provision 
would be made at once to relieve them. 


To that end, I recommend that Con- 


gress make an appropriation of not 
less than $50,000 to bavimmadiately 
available for use under the direction of 
the Secretary of State.

INDIANS. 


Se»arnl White Men Killed In South 


' eastern Nevada. 


Sheriff .Freadentbal 
of Lincoln 


county telegraphs from the Vegas Val- 
ley, Lincoln county, to Governor Sad- 
ler that an Indian, the brother of 
Avote, killed four white men in El 
Dorado Canyon last 'Thursday and a 
general outbreak is feared, as six white 
men have been killed by Avote and 
members of his tribe since iSat Feb- 
ruary. The Sheriff asks the Governor 
to arrange for troops in case of an out- 
break, and in any event to offer a re- 
ward for the capture of Avote. 


Later news from Eingman, Arizona, 


is to the effect that the whites de- 
manded the death of the Indian 
murderers, md as proof that they had 
complied with the request the Indians 
brought in the bead of Avoto's brother, 


became sullen and lived apart 


rom the Indians. He took his rifle* 
and killed Lars Fraczen and Ben Jones, 
eamsters; Ohris Kelson, a miner; 
Charles Monagan, a, miner; J. M. Lor- 
on, an-assayer, and'John Powers 
ind W. Connolly, two mine owners, be-' 
sides three other men whose names are 
not given. The miners then told the 
Indians if they did not kill or capture 
Avote they would kill eVery Indian in 
he 
place. 
The Indians 
followed 


Avote's trail into the mountains and 
ihot him and showed the body to John 
Appcl a white man, who was going 
down the river in a boat. 


Some of the Indiana are armed 


and it is feared they will kill the white 
men who are in the hills unarmed. 


Whipple Barracks, Ariz., is the mill- 


;ary post nearest to the scene of the 
rouble. It would be much easier to 
get United States troops from Fort 
iVhipple to protect the whites in El 
Dorado canyon than to -get militia 
'rom Western Nevada. Troops from 
his part of the State wonld have to go 
>y rail to Utah and thence to the Colo- 
ado across the country. The lives of 
bo miners and settlers should be pro- 
moted ^at whatever cost, and if the 
United States- will not protect white 
'Bople from the wards of the Govern- 
ment 'the State will doubtless do it. 
The policy of the Government of late 
ias been to concentrate regular troops 
n large cities and lei the people of the 
rentier take oare of themselves. Fort 
lohave, near the scene of the distarb- 
nce has been abandoned, but there are 
United States troops at Salt Lake City 
nd at Whipple Barracks, Arizona, that 
might be sent to the Colorado to pro 
ect the people from the Indians.
